«The Lack of a Little Boldness."

Tusns is tribulation in the camp of the enemy. |

The result of Tueaday'a appeal to the masses
has oreated wideapread consternation In their
ranks. Thelr defest was so complete, 80 unex-
peoted, that the contest henceforth can assums
the proportions of a harassing guerrilla war-
fare, and nothing more. The hope of trinmph
on November o expired with the setling of
Tuesday's sun.

To this melancholy sentiment the New York
World, the recognized organ of the Damo-
oratio lesders, gave utterance yesterday in an
editorial which we reproduce elsewhere. The
simpls purport of that article is, that a Damo-
oratio defeat in Movember is inevitable, unless
the leaders of the party out loose from the
will of their followers, expressed in the Tam-
mavy Convention, and attempt to carry the
day by a masterly stroke of boldness.

It is interesting to note the way in whioh the
World aoconnta for the shadow of the coming
event which has been cast upon the path of
Demoeracy.  “If,"”" it says; “if the military
prestige of General Girant had been out of the
scale we shounld have sncoeedsd; or, that re-
maining, if the perversions of General Blair's
position had been ount of tha scale, we shonld
have suocoeeded.”” Or, in other words, if

The product of the
United Btates soarcely reaches 25 000,000
tong, but as ovr mines are infloitely mora
nnmerous and intrinsically more valuable
tban those of Great Dritalp, the day cannot
be far distant when her present product will
be greatly exceeded by the produot of the
An erioan collierles. The British prodnot of
irem ore in 1667 consisted of 10,021,058 tons,
valued at £3,210,008 from which 4,761,023
tens of pig iron, valued at £11 902,657, wera
msnufactured. The Amserican prodaot
of pig firon daring the sawme period
wes 1,461,626 tons, or a little
mwora than one-fourth of the DBritish
product. In the two leading sources of British
wealth Pennsylvania is especially prolifio,
and the coal and iron mines of this State are
capable of providing an annual yield eqnal
in valae to the large snm obtsined from the
collieries and furnaces of Great Britain.
